Dorsky,* the forner director of the GAL, was dismissed because he vas 
not a member of the Communist Party. He is now teaching in a nerchant 
marine school in Sdynia. 


Ieszyslaw Aleksander Gasiorowski, born in Varsaw on 26 Septenber 1904, is 
& Polish engineer st-tioned in Copenharen as the director of construction 
on Tolish shins at the Burmeister and Jain shipyards. Gasforowski is a 
meriber of the Connunist Party in Poland but is reported not to be in agree=- 
nent with the party's present policies,
